Although the number of removals 
of fam ilies and businesses in Gettys- 
J burg and Adams county within the 
last few' days approxim ates that of 
recent years, financial and legal tran s­ 
actions appear to have fallen off con­ 
siderably over the number a year ago. 
Time was when person* wishing to 
borrow or lend money gathered in the 
county seat town April I and tran s­

Not many years ago, judg- 
i ments were satisfied or transferred, 
j deeds recorded, foreclosures made on 
m ortgages or judgm ents on April I.

All thrft appears to have changed 
now. 
True, there was an increase of 
business in the offices of the prothono- 
tary and the register and recorder at 
the court house today, but the num­ 
ber of persons present could not com­ 
pare with the crow'ds who thronged 
these two places several years ago. 
G ettysburg attorneys said they no­ 
tice the decrease in the volume of 
business transacted on or near April 
I. 
They point out, however, th at the
